I was awakened this morning at 
five thirty by a piercing cry, as 
a raven flew past.

Another bird 
had arrived and the hummer 
sounded quite cross. His wings are 
a iridescent flash of bronzed green 
and a touch of ruby red. He is the 
smallest ibird we shave but a bril- 
liant little atom of life. From the 
bee balm the went to the Queen-of- 
the Prairie ‘which is deep pink 
and in some ways resembles the 
steeple bush but much taller. 

It was a serene dawn. The sun 
was bathing Patch Mountain in 
rich orange light and I saw it as 
it stood a second on the horizon’s 
rim. It was so silent all around 
that I was startled when there 
came the rattle of the kingfisher 
He has neither grace or beauty 
but quick, spectacular efficiency. 

At breakfast it was hard to do 
anything but stare out at the bril- 
liant blue of the pond and the 
sky. I was aware of the season's 
progress and the songs of tha 
birds. There was contentment in 
the hills, sun rays spreading and 
spreading while birds were wing- 
ing from feeder to tree. 

My Regale lilies are in full glory 
now, so are the pond lilies.

T have done no hiking this week 
except to walk to the farm afew 
times.

550,000, from $13,500,000, and 
Woodstock up 12% to $17,100,000 
from $15,200,000. Total proposed 
1980 valuation for the five towns 
is $84,150,000, up 6.3% from $79,- 
150,000 in 1979. Percentages of FY 
1981 school costs for each town 
under the proposed valuations 
would be Andover, 17.1%; Bethel, 
36.6%; Greenwood, 173% Newry, 
8.7% and’ Woodstock 20.3%. 

A. total of $22,986.47 in 1979 
taxes had been collected and paid 
to the Treasurer July 21. With 
discount allowed this amounts to 
approximately 26% of the total 
commitment of $93,538.

LAST WINTER EASIER ON DEER 
ACCORDING TO REPORTS. 

Figures compiled during the 
winter of 1978-79 indicate that 
Maine may expect lower direct 
winter losses of deer and possibly 
greater survival of the Spring fawn 
crop than in several years past, 

Wildlife Biologist Gerald La- 


vigne, who compiled the statewide , 


figures from observations made by 
the Department's ist 
through the winter, says that this 
past winter rates 63.3 (Winter Sev- 
erity Index), 100 teprésenting a 
normal winter. Figures indicate. 
that April 1979 was the easiest Ap- 
til for deer (rating a 47 WSD) sitice 
1973 with only otie exception (Ap-. 
ril 1976).

FROM THE 
BETHEL WATER DISTRICT 


“The Water District has receiy- 
ed a number of calls this week 
asking for an explanation of high 
water bills. The water meters 
should be read four times a year, 
We send out post cards three fimes 
& year asking our customers to 
read their meters and once a year 
we send out personnel to read 


‘and inspect the meters, which we 


have been doing for the last 
month. If the customer does not 
xead his meter and return the post 
tard, we automatically charge min- 
imum to that customer, even 
though they may have used more 
than the minimum. When we read 
the meter, the overage is picked 
up, and the result is an accumula- 
tion of overage charges on one 
bill. 

“In the process of reading me- 
ters. we find some violations 
which we ask to be corrected. We 
find malfunctioning meters, and 
are now installing remote reading 
meters in those homes where the 
meters are hard to read. Even- 
tually the entire system will have 
remote readers. Except for a very 
few exemptions, all services are 
now metered, This is very impor- 
tant so all customers share the 
cost allowing a fair distribution of 
revenue, 

“A Bethel Water District cus- 
tomer on minimum charge pays ap- 
proximately .002 cents per gallon 
of water, This product is refined 
for human consumption, used to 
wash cars, dishes and the list 
goes on. The average customer 
pays less than the cost of a six 
pack of soda a week for all the 
uses water offers. Compared to 
gasoline at $1.00 ‘per gallon, for 
the same price the customer gets 
approximately 500 gallons of water 
at the tap. 

“In years to come, water -may 
become very expensive, Just like 
gasoline, it is a natural resource 
with a limited supply. Water eon- 
servation may eventually become 
a way of life. You can conserve 
at home very easily. Here are 
some hints. Your meter reads in 
‘cubic feet. One cubic foot of wa- 
ter equals 7.5 gallons. of water. 
Check it once a month and try 
different ways to conserve, 

“k. Does your plumbing have 
any leaks? 25 drops per minute 
wastes 3 gallons per day, or 90 
gallons per month! A 1/8 inch tric- 
kle wastes 3,350 gallons per day 
or 100,000 gallons per month. 

“2. The average toilet uses 4.5 
gallons (!!) per flushing. Reduce 
that by placing a plastic contain- 
er (quart milk bottles are great) 
filled with water in the tank, Try 
one or more and it will reduce the 
amount of water used per flush. 
Keep them away from the mechan- 
ical parts and weight it down with 
sand or small rocks, 

“3. Devices are sold to reduced 
water used while taking a show- 
er. Figure it out, it may be worth 
the cost, 

“4, Do you run your water 
until it gets cold for a glass of 
water? Keep a container in the re- 
frigerator for cold drinking water. 


“5. When do you water your 
Jawn? If you do it during the 
heat of the day, a lot is lost due 
to evaporation. Try early in the 
morning or evening when it is 
cooler. :

’ The gas situation for the week 
is ag gloomy as ever, The cham- 
ber has sent the following letter 
to the Director of the Maine Of- 
fice of Energy Resources:

Dear Mr. Joseph: 

This letter is to inform you of 
our conclusion that the Bethel 
area is not getting an equitable 
amount of gasoline when compar- 
ed to other areas in Maine and 
northern New England. 

The information that we receive 
from passing motorists and from 
the media indicates that sufficient 
gas is available for domestic and 
vacation use in Vermont, northern 
New Hampshire and Maine's coas- 
tal areas.

2 is the sec- 
ond largest entry point into Maine, 
unlike Kittery there is no large 
operator like the Turnpike Auth- 
orify only 13-small retailers to 
service not only the large volume 


of vacation traffic but an exten-‘ 


sive forestry and farming com- 
munity as well—a situation not 
found in many of the state’s “tou- 
rist” areas. 

Individually, local retailers have 
exhausted their avenues to obtain 
more gas. I tbelieve that if the 
government is going to be in the 
allocation business at all, then we 
are due: (1) a more accurate state- 
ment of gas availability; and, (2) 
if our area as a whole is receiving 
less than its’fair sharc, then we 
would appreciate the benefit of 
your influence with the oil distrib- 
utors to reduce our critical short- 
ages,
